Reassuring Note 

T HIS IS A RARE occasion For once Highways 
Minister Gaglardl fat to be commended for an ut¬ 
terance on highway speed, or at least the better port 
of It. He says that although British Columbia high¬ 
ways could handle 70-mUe-an-hour driving (a fuzzy 
claim that could be debated) the time Is not right for 
this yet and he would not permit the higher speed 
Jiinit without proper recommendation* from poiipe 
and traffic authorities. 

Such a statement Is reassuring, coming from a 
man who only a short time ago maintained that speed 
was not the cause of accidents, that “It i* always 
sjteed combined with something else—usually alcohol." 
With this misleading contention he overrode the warn¬ 
ing of the su|terintcndent of motor vehicle* that speed 
was a major factor In the province’* ghastly toll of 
road deaths; he overlooked or regrettably failed to 
mention the simple fact that speed makes accidents 
harder to avoid and more destructive, something he no 
doubt would recognize soon enough if given the choice 
of having a softball tosaed at him or a bullet fired at 
him. 

Mr. Gaglardi has now committed himself, how¬ 
ever, to await recommendations from those who are 
in a position to discern best what excessively fast 
travel can do before he further indulges his pride In 
tlie capacities of the roads he has built, and one must 
doubt that except perhaps for some stretches of dl 
vided highway with wide visibility these experts will 
be in a hurry to raise the limits. 

In this respect the minister Is measuring up to his 
responsibility. It is a pity he still tends to encourage 
the reckless and thoughtless by his attitude to speed 
as otherwise displayed.

~ With pucks travelling at 
time* cfo to 190 mile* an 
hour, a atiin bone it., a vul¬ 
nerable part of a hockey 
player. Ana almost anyone in 
the National Hockey League 
would probably tell you to eat 
worms If you suggested hr 
play with that pan of hi* 
anatomy unprotected. 

That’* logical. 

Similar reasoning. helped 
along by painful Injuries over 
tha years, has lad to the other 


protective equipment a player 
srears Now the only thing 
that lan’t protected Is the 
head. 

Thai's Illogical. * 

Of all the Injuries a hockey 
player could rafter, there la 

only the most .remote chance 

one could be fatal, except in 
one region. That is the head. 

Tell that to a veteran NHL 
player and suggest he wear 
}..-elective headgear. If you 
had lota of time you might 
even ewivtiico him It's a good 
Idea. Then bet your bottom 
dollar hla bare skull would be 


exposed to flying pucka, sticks 
and skates and the boards hla 
next game. 

Medical opinion favdrs hel¬ 
met* or some form of head¬ 
gear. 

"If a player hits the boauds 

hard enough be could suffer a 
fractured skull." said Dr Jim 
Murray, Tore”to Maple Leaf* 
physician. "It’s amazing that 
Ace Bailey is the only NHL 
player ever to have a really 
serious baad Injury 

“Lots of them get knocked 
out but that's not to say that 
something a lot more serious 


couldn't happen. It could even 

happen tomorrow I'm amazed 
at flaw they do it.” 

NHL president Clarence 
Campbell has similar opinions 
on helmets. 

“We approve of them highly, 
the same as any other protec¬ 
tive device. We are satisfied 
that eventually players will 
grove up to tht Idem. Bust we'd 
have a heck of a time ever try¬ 
ing to get (he oldtimers to 
wear helmets. And we have no 
Intention of ordering player* 
to wear them." 

Nevertheless, It appears that 


the days of the helmetlese 
proe are numbered. 

Helmets are common, even 
compulsory. In amateur and 
school leagues throughout 
Canada, and the feeling is that 
players who work up through 
these ranks and become accus¬ 
tomed to them will be mote 
receptive to the Idea of using 
them In pro hockey. 

Just a tmf weeks ago To¬ 
ronto s Dick atff and Detroit 
Red Wlngi Val Fonteyn* were 
knocked silly when thrtr heed* 
hit the boards. Duff suffered 
his Injury when he tried to 


throw a body eLeck at Dean 
Prentice of New York Rangers 
and missed. 

Pour days later against he 
Wings he didn’t miss. They 
had to carry Fonteyne off tha 
Ice. 

If they had been wearing 
helmets both injuries iconrus- 
stonsl would have been lets 
serious,' -said Df.« Murray.
